House of Commons, 
London, February 26ih.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Parnell moved h's amend­ 
ment to the address in reply to the speech 
fiom tbe throne, attackicg the executive 
ia _ Ireland for the administration of the . 
Crimes Act. The language of the amend­ 
ment is very violent. It refers to "unjust 
executions." In moving the amendment, 
Parnell said: If there has been any reduc­ 
tion in the numher of outrages in Ireland, it 
ia only because tbe people are being kept 
down by the brutal, terrible Coercion Act, 
administered in a brutal, terrible way.

E ds. R ecord-U nion : Contempt ia the 
most approved treatment for both ignorance 
or arrogance, especially when these serve as 
a cloak to hide the deep-rooted malady of ai 
inherited prejudice, tuch ss your correspond 
ent has plainly evinced in his broad sophistry 
ia his letter upon race prejudice. Your 
humble writer ha3 no need to assume a de­ 
fense of the race of which h3 prides himself. 
The writer of “ Race Prejudice” has him­ 
self undertaken that defense. He has him­ 
self painted too Btrong a background to 
be ia unison and harmony with his 
illusionary charges. 
He certainly pays 
the Jewish or Semitic race a high compli­ 
ment, which I would gladly reciprocate were 
it not frcm a sheer historical impossibility ; 
for when a Moses wrote his coda of moral 
law», to quote the words of the great Beacons- 
fitld, the ancestors of your core espondeo t 
were roaming in a nude state in some obscure 
region, while as early as that the Jewish law­ 
givers had already laid down as an inviolable 
rule for the government of Jew and Gentile, 
"Dae law shall be to him that is home-born 
and unto the stranger that eojourneth among 
you” (Exod. xii. 49); or, “ And if a stranger 
sojourn with thee, in your land, ya shall 
not vex bitn. As one born in tae land 
among you shall be unto you the 
stranger that sojiurneth with you, ar.d 
thou shalt iove him as thyself, for je were 
strangers in the land oí¿ Egypt, I am tte 
Lord, your God. 
Ye shall do no un- 
rightaousnefs in judgment. in meteyard, in 
weight or in measure. Just hslanco, jnst 
weight,” etc. (Lrvit. xix. 33-37 ) I could 
quote more, but this will suffice to refresh the 
memory of your correspondent, and convince 
him that he is either ill versed in biblical 
lore, or maliciously attempted to malign 
a people who have, as he himself quotes, 
but one fault, and I would add to that 
one, that_ of a jealous disposition to 
guard .heir religious inheritar ca against all 
and 6very pollution whatsoever. Had this 
ill-judged people not exhibited such a firm 
standpoint, what would have been tho fate of 
those eacrad writings at the attempts of every 
scribbler, skeptic cr sect, to conform with 
their own narrow view», or to be viewed by 
theif modern spectacles? To jtdge these 
writings, I would suggest to tho philosophical 
writer of the great mstropolis, first to apply 


himself to the study of the original language 
of tbe_ Old Testament, and after be has fin­ 
ished it, to try bis skili with tbe exegesis and 
the history of the compilation.

THB SHORTAGE QUESTION. 
From one end of the State to the other 
there was no voice raised in opposition to 
our suggestion that the present Legislature 
enact some simple and unambiguous law 
for tho protection of the people from the 
robbery by “ shortage” in the matter of 
weights and measures. There is yet time 
to pass a proper law. A bill is on the file 
now relative to inspectors of weights that 
may be taken up and so amended as to 
answer the purpose. We need in oaoh city 
and large town some official authorized 
to measure wood, coal, etc., and to weigh 
hay, grain, and like articles, and some one 
to test scales at any time. Such an officer 
Bhould receive a very small fee per ton or 
cord from the seller, and the aggregate will 
give him a living salary. It Deed not be 
compulsory on sellers to go to him, but 
buyers should have the privilege of requir­ 
ing his mark of approval upon every cord 
of wood or bale of hay, aud in his own 
right he should be empowered to test scales 
at least twice a year for a small feo. Nearly 
all tha elder States have some such official. 
A gentleman, in whose statistical capacity 
we have implicit confidence, has just con­ 
cluded and furnished us with an estimate 
of the annual loss to the people of Sacra­ 
mento alone from the shortage on wood re­ 
tailed, and he finds it to be no less than 
$54,234. This is based on estimates of 
stove 
wood only, and does not in­ 
clude any wood 
sold for use un­ 
der boilers 
and 
in 
manufactories. 
W e have no reason to think that the fail- 
~rio provide a new law relative to 
1 shortage ” in weight and measure is at­ 
tributable to other cause than pure forgot 
fulness and simple neglect, because of the 
Bimplicity of the subject and the universal 
desire for the law, Had the friends of full 
weight and ample measure been sufficiently 
adroit to have organized an opposition to 
the demand for a law worth tho writing, 
the mailer would have had attention, We 
are vrelbaware that the fees for the new 
Gllicut^ill be taxed to the consumer, but 
the consumer is willing to pay it to secure 
what he bargains for. If A buys wood and 
hay the price is not eo much a question 
when once it is agreed upon, as the prob­ 
lem whether he will receive what he pays 
the price for. If he bargains for eight 
ponnde of sugar he does not wish to be 
put off with seven and a half. The San 
Mateo Gcrstte forcibly presents this ques­ 
tion and declares that its neglect is to the 
detriment of the poorer citizens. Shortage 
in butter it describes as a special evil, but 
it can be established in no case except by 
officially approved scales. This may seem 
a small matter to urge upon the Legisla­ 
ture, and it is humiliating that the neces­ 
sity exists for such appeals. If a proper 
bill is passed, as it ought to be in twenty 
minutes, it will save, says our statistical 
friend who has “ figured’’ out the result, 
$7,000,000 annually to buyers at retail. 


W ill it not be possible to secure even at this late 
day an effective and stringent law. prohibiting the 
Bale or giving of pistols to boys? Sunday a tragedy 
occurred in this city in which a lad was shot 
by a pistol in tbe hands of a play-fe!iow. What 
business Itad those boys with s pistol ? It should be 
a crime for one under IS or 20 to possess a pistol, 
a crime for anyone to sell a lad pistol tmmuntion. 
The punishment should not only be severe, but cer­ 
tain. 


MR. CAMINETTI’S RESOLUTION. 
Nearly ten years ago this journal began 
the agitation relative to forest preservation 
on this coast. It has called the attention 
of each succeeding Legislature to the sub­ 
ject. It made special examination into the 
wooded sections, as to the extent of .the 
damage being inflicted. It published elab­ 
orate reports of the results of forestry ex­ 
periment and research in Europe. It 
pointed out, time and again, how rapidly 
the very finest specimens of the cone- bear­ 
ers were being exterminated. We have 
presented the reports of the officers em­ 
ployed by the census bureau on this sub­ 
ject. We have shown beyond doubt or 
contradiction that unless we protect the 
wooded slopes from destruction, we would 
soon reach a time when floods would be 
certain and excessive in storm seasons, 
while rivers would run dry in summer. We 
have repeatedly pointed out the intimate 
relation the forestry question bear3 to a 
proper system of irrigation. In short, there 
is no phase of the question that we have 
not treated. By the declination of Legis­ 
latures to act we have not been discouraged, 
being aware that there is little reason 
to expect a measure of importance to all 
the people of the State to be taken up un­ 
less it involved a political issue or partisan 
ends. We have all these years, however, 
had the support and indorsement of the 
thinking press of the State, and the en­ 
couragement to continue the agitation has 
been gratifying. Now, at the fag end of a 
session, there comes evidence that even 
partisan legislators cannot ignore. 
The 
floods on the Rhine and Danube are traced 
directly to denudation of forest lands. The 
floods on the rivers of the west are proven 
to have been caused primarily by the un­ 
natural clearance of timbered lands. New 
York, becoming frightened at the danger 
threatening her great rivers, peremptorily 
forbids further destruction of timber, and 
takes steps looking toward forest cnlture. 
Kansas, Nebraska, and western States gen­ 
erally, discover that climatic changes of an 
undesirable character are taking jjlace, and 
that they are due to timber d-fctruction, 
and at once adopt measures to encourage 
tree planting. TheGnardian of Vosemite, 
in alarm, reports that presently | we shall 
have only rocks and lofty granitcj walls to 
show the visitors in Yosemite 
the cascades and falls are being 
by the merciless inroads of the h 
woodman—after all this, and 
peated solicitation, 
secordaü j 
press of the State, 
Mr. Daminetti 
rises "z lae Assembly and offers a resolu­ 
tion requesting the State Mineralogist to ex­ 
amine into the matter and report the result 
of his inquiries at the next session of the 
Legislature. The people are indebted to 
Mr. Caminetti; certainly lie has tho credit 
of having awakened to the magnitude of 
the subject, and to some conception of ita 
immediate importance. Early in the ses­ 
sion we suggested a commission, to be 
chosen from among gentlemen interested in 
arboriculture, as are the Fish Commis­ 
sioners from among those interested in 
pisciculture, who would willingly serve 
without compensation, as have other Com­ 
missioners, and report fully all the facts two 
years hence. Professor Hanks is eminently 
qualified for the work Mr. Caminetti out­ 
lines for him ; but does the gentleman from 
Amador suppose for a moment that Profes­ 
sor Hanks will be able to do the subject 
justice sitting in his office and without 
means to visit every pait of the State 
necessary ? Does he expect him to attend 
to the new duty aud that of his office 
besides, and pay the necessary expenses 
out of the sum allowed for the State Min­ 
eralogist's Department, and which is lim­ 
ited enough now? If Mr. Caminetti does 
not mean to burlesque this business, let 
him ask the Legislature to provide Profes­ 
sor Hanks with means sufficient to enable 
him to do the work well. It would be no 
appropriation worth the mention to provide 
the sum of §1,000 to enable the official 
in the next two years 
to visit 
the regions necessary, and meet the 
expeases consequent upon travel to the 
higher reaches of the SierraB, aloDg ridges 
and slopes 400 miles in extent, to say 
nothing of the inner and coast ranges. 
Two thousand dollars would scarcely 
suffice, provided the examination made is 
to be of any value. A devoted arboricult­ 
urist of this city, who is constantly collect­ 
ing the seeds of our forest trees and ship­ 
ping them to Europe, where, by tree- 
planting, they are attempting to atone for 
the errors of the past, has spent more than 
that sum in his own private examination 
into the matter of forest destruction. 
Surely the State can do as much for itself. 
But we shall not be disappointed if Mr. 
Caminetti’s resolution goes by the board, 
and his gocd intentions fall fruitless to the 
ground—they certainly should, if the 
houses do not set aside a snm sufficient to 
enable this feeble effort on the part of the 
State to be nursed into life ; and if they do, 
no relief, assuming it is needed, can be 
had for four, perhaps six year3, as tbe 
Tahoe forestry measure is limited and 
does not touch the watershed of California. 
In the meantime the face of Nature may 
be so modified by the vandalism of man in 
California that Mr. Caminetti’s grand­ 
children will deem any place in the world 
more desirable for residence than the val­ 
leys of this State.

PRIESTLY BANKING. 
Another church bank has failed, and the 
Catholic people of Lawrence, Massachu­ 
setts, are in financial distress as a conse­ 
quence. Perhaps the church will come to 
a full appreciation some day of the wisdom 
of the proverb that directs everyono to 
walk in the path of his own trade. AY hat 
excuse had the priests of Lawrence for es­ 
tablishing a church savings institution ? 
Financial management is an a rt; it calls 
into exercise the highest business skill; it 
has no relation to things spiritual, and 
priests have never yet meddled with finan­ 
ces that they did not make serious blun­ 
ders. By education, calling, and their se­ 
clusion, they are unfitted for financiering. 
They will always find it wisest and safest 
to leave financial management to their 
laity. As a sample of the financial acumen 
of one of the Augustinian fathers at Law­ 
rence, he is reported as saying to his peo­ 
ple: “Have patience, contribute, and you 
will have your money in a short time.” In 
other words, “ We have lost your money by 
bad management, now let all contribute 
liberally to replenish the treasury and we 
will pay you back all the treasury owes 
you.” If it were not so serious a matter, 
this example of profundity might excite 
mirth at the expense of the pions priest of 
Lawrence, who cannot see in it the 
same financial system nnder which the 
prudent Mr. Micawber proceeded when he 
called his creditors together and cleared 
his conscience by giving them his I. O. U,

Escape of Prisoners. 
Salisas, February 26th.—A few minutes 
before 1 o’clock to-day, while the Sheriff and 
his deputies were at dinner, word was sent 
that three prisoners bad broken oat of jail 
and escaped. An investigation proved it to 
be true, and McCarty, John Wisenstein and 
Bill Farral were found missing. They 
made their escape by cutting oat a section of 
the iron bar that guarded the window, through 
which they passed head first, dropping to the 
gronnd. Wisenstsin was speedily tracked 
and captured oat by the Odd Fellows’ Ceme­ 
tery, where McCarty and Farral took an 
opposite direction toward Cemetery avenue. 
On the way they jumped into a buggy and 
drove at a break-neck speed toward Blanco. 
The Sheriff, with a body cf armed men, im­ 
mediately Btarted in pursuit, but bb yet have 
not returned. Wisenstein is serving a term 
in the Folsom State Prison, and was brought 
here Saturday as the chief witness against 
McCarty, who is connected with the stage 
robbery at Soledad last fall, Wisenstein turn­ 
ing State's evidence. Farral was in for a 
cowboy escapade occurring here some time 
since. His term expired to-day, but another 
charge, of horse-Btealing, with convicting evi 
deuce against him, was ¿o bs commenced. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Salinas, February 26th.—Ths Sheriff and 
his men have just returned, bringing with 
them the two jail-breakers, who flsd towards 
the river on the Blanco road. The men were 
captured, after a bloody struggle, about 600 
yards from the river bed. The officers came 
upon them in the brush unexpectedly, when 
McCarty raised up, and pointing a pistol at 
Deputy Sheriff C'agor, shouted, “ Throw up 
your hands or I’ll kill you.” ‘‘Never,’’ said 
the deputy, and at this moment McDougall, 
who was just in the rear, fired, hitting Mc­ 
Carty in the abdomen. This brought him to 
the ground, when he surrendered. He also 
received a slight scalp wound and was struck 
over the head with the butt of a pistol as be 
was tailing. He being secured, attention was 
directed to Farral, who was taken after a se­ 
vere struggle, not, however, until he had been 
shot in tbe right side, opposite the heart, and 
also through the arm, About sixteen Bhots 
were fired, the two convicts firing respect­ 
ively four and two, thcngh the officers and 
citizens escaped unhurt. Farral is considered 
fatally wounded, and the doctors say he can­ 
not live any length of time. McCarty re­ 
ceived a bullet which entered the right groin 
and lodged against the hip bone. He also 
received slight scalp wounds from a shotgun, 
his hat being literally filled with holes. His 
wounds are not necessarily fatal, and will in 
all nrobability heal. Both men were armed 
with tive-shootera carrying a large ball. It is 
not publicly known who famished the weap­ 
ons, bat the Deputy Sheriff says he can se­ 
cura the psrsou or persons. Some suppose 
tha assistance was given by a woman, while 
others contend that it was a brother of Mc­ 
Carty, who has visited him in jail. Farral 
is bo exhausted from Io9s of blood that 
nothing can be ascertained from him. 
STATEMENT OF ll'CARTY. 
When asked fora statement, McCarty gave 
the followiDg : " I was arrested in Sacramento 
connty on December G b, and taken out on 
habeas corpus and removed to this jail on 
December 9;h. My trial was set for Febru­ 
ary 28jh. I have been working on this joh 
for over two months. I started before Sheriff 
Franks went out of office. Of course it was 
9tbw woflr, for we are only permitted to be 
out of cur cells for a short time each day. I 
had to put a stick of wcod uuder the window 
and climb up, for the sill is about eight feet 
from the floor.” 
When your reporter asked him if the other 
prisoners knew anything of the job, he sr.id : 
“ Oh ! yes; some of them did, and this fellow 
in tbe next cell, I told him I wonld kill him 
if ha squealed on mo. Don’t say that. Tel! 
them I told him he would live just as lorg if 
he didn’t blow on roe. I might have killed 
him. I think I should if he had givea it 
away, for when my present sentence expiree 
theie is another esse in Modesto that will 
probably send me up for life, and you 
know dreadful risks have to be taken 
when life-long imprisonment is staring you 
in the face. I have a father, mother, sister 
and brother living in Sacramento county. If 
I die, they will soon forget me ; but if I have 
to go up for life, it would break the hearts cf 
my parents, as they are sickly anyhow. I 
first served a year in San Quentin when I was 
15 years old. This was for robbing a stage 
between Gilroy and Los Bancs. My folks 
are all respectable, honest and industrious. 
They have lived in Sacramento since 1869.” 
To a question as to whether or not the 
other two mcr assisted him, he said : "N o; 
I did it all myself, with a rough knife-blade 
and a boot-spricg that I got cut of an old 
boot that was lying around here, and I told 
lhem they could come if they wanted to. 
Farra’ said he 
was in for it, for 
although his term expired to-morrow he ex­ 
pected to get a lorg sentence on a charge of 
horse stealing to be preferred agaicBt him. 
I first met Wisenstein in Phcesix, Arizona, 
where I owned a half interest in a mine. I 
told him I would divvy with him if he would 
stand in with the work. When we had been 
together about a week I received word that 
my father was dying, and started for home. 
I was returning to the mine when they took 
me in for a stage robber.” 
By this time he had grown very weak, and 
declined to say anything farther, when the 
reporter eaid. “ It is supposed that your 
brother furnished you with the pistole.” He 
said : “ Thev are mistaken. I won’t get any­ 
body into trouble, so I refuse to answer any 
more Besides, I have never been searched 
since being arrested.” 
Their wounds were dressed, and thoy were 
then locked in their cells. The cutting of 
the iron bars was a very r.eat job, they being 
about three inches by three-quarters of an 
inch thick. Tbe woodwork was cut away to 
get the wmdow sashea off, and McCarty says 
he made a wrench of a piece of stovewocd to 
turn the nuts on the bolts that held the two 
window frames in place. The excitemeut 
has somewhat subsided since the men were 
secured.

Deafness is one of the most severe afflictions in­ 
cident to mankind. In proportion to its intensity, 
it disqualifies alike for the duties and enjoyments of 
life, renders converse with others tedious and almost 
painful, and to the naturally intelligent is oflfn 
more grievous than the deprivation of sight. And 
yet in the majority of cases of confirmed dcafuess 
the difficulty is often attributable to a culpable habit 
of neglect in making application for relief duriDg 
the earlier stages of the aural complaint. Only in 
rare instances is tbe hearing lost suddenly; in most 
cases the approach of deafness is extremely in­ 
sidious ; indeed, the faculty of hearing is lost so 
imperceptibly that the time can scarcely ever be 
fixed when the difficulty first commenced, nor can 
any increase he noticed except at long intervals of 
time. 
. 


PRO H ESS OF DEAFNESS, 


Deafness varies in degree from the non-appreda* 
tion of faint and low sounds to the total loss of 
hearing. During the incipient stages of deafness 
the patient usuaily hears well enough when listening 
or while paying close attention, but is quite hard of 
hearing when not expecting to be addressed. Under 
these circumstances the person so afflicted often 
appears heedless and inattentive, until the impaired 
condition of the hearing power becomes more 
noticeable and explains the difficulty. As the com­ 
plaint progresses, we find that the patient experi­ 
ences more and mere difficulty to hear readily, even 
while paying close attention, when two or more are 
talking, or when the conversation is carried on in a 
low tone of voice, especially if the articulation of 
those with whom they converse is not sufficiently 
distinct. In such cases, they hear the sound of the 
voice, but fail to catch the words, and hence they 
continually complain of persons “ talking way down 
the throat.” In this almost imperceptibly slow and 
gradual manner hearing becomes more and more 
clouded and In linfinct. until it ia entirely lost or 
very seriously impaired. 


During the incipient stages of deafness, a delusive 
feeling of cl‘sure or obstruction is often experienced 
in the ears, which the patient endeavors to remove 
by shaking the head, digging into the ears with ear 
spoons and other dangerous contrivances, or by a 
persistent course of syringing, a procecditg often 
attended by most injurious results. 


A M O BH 1L IHMHIXCJ* 


During the progre3S cf deafness sounds ofteu pro­ 
duce a variety of morbid sensations. Musical tones 
may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 
sharp sounds are painful and distressing. The voice 
often appears hollow and reverberating, or extremely 
disagreeable. In some cases hearing seems best 
amid noisy and clattering sounds, as in mills, for in­ 
stance, or when riding in a stage or railway car. 
The case of a lady is recorded who could only hear 
while her servant was beating a drum, and another 
where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 
leather on his lap stone. 


DEAFNESS B lr SPELL*. 


With some the hearing at first suffers only by 
spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 
or while blowing the nose. In such cases the hear­ 
ing is often spontaneously restored with a snapping 
sound or a loud startling report, or returns in a 
measure after the cold has passed off. These spells 
of deafness, however, usually occur more and more 
often, and ast longer, until et length permanent 
deafness supervene?. 


DEAFN1SS IX ONE EAR. 


Occasionally we find that only one ear is attacked, 
and when this is the case, no difficulty is experienced 
in hearing conversation readily, except on the deaf 
sido, but the power is lost to know tho direction of 
the sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 
affected could not tell which way the sound came 
from. In tbe majority of cases the other ear be­ 
comes affected in time, and what was before merely 
a serious inconvenience becomes then an actual 
misfortune. For the benefit of its fellow, the dis­ 
eased ear, in all such cases, should he restored to a 
condition of health even if it* hearing could not he 
benefited. 


MOISES IM THE DEAD. 


Noises in the head are sometimes the first and 
only indication of a morbid condition of the ear. 
They may resemble the escape of steam, the ringing 
of bells, the beating of tho heart, tbe humming of 
insects, the rattling of machinery's the roar of the 
surf, the singing of the teakettle, and in fact every 
imaginable sound. Often two distinct noises are 
perceived simultaneously, or one noise continues 
whi.'e the other appears at intervals. There ia often 
a throbbing beating or pumping sound, with or 
without a sensation ot heaviness or fullness in the 
head, sometimes more noticeable when fatigued, 
after unusual exercise or excitement, or after meals. 
Noises in the head impair the functions of tbe brain, 
and exercise a most depressing mental and moral 
influence upon the patient, sufficiently so as to lead 
sometimes to suicide. The mental distress and tort­ 
ure which they occasion aro often so great that 
m*ny a patient is far more anúous to have the 
noises removed than the he*\riag restored, if only 
one thing or tho other could be accomplished. 


DEAFNESS IX CHILDHOOD. 


In many cases of deafness that present themselves 
for treatment, the loss of hearing can be clearly 
traced to some trifling aural complaint, which com­ 
menced during infancy or childhood, and was 
allowed to run unchecked and unattended. Usually 
there are no visible symptoms denoting a diseased 
condition of the ear. The child merely suffers from 
a slight hut growingincistinctness of hearing, which 
assumes the appearance of absent-mindedness, care­ 
lessness, stupidity or inattention, for which persist­ 
ent punishment is often inflicted, when tho fault is 
entirely due to defective hearing. As soon there­ 
fore as the slightest doubt exists in reference to a 
child’s ability to hear, medical advice should be 
obtained, in order to have a thorough examination. 
Many cases, by proper and timely treatment, are 
susceptible ef complete relief, which, if neglected, 
become hopelessly incurable. 


DISCHARGE* FROM THE EAR. 


Discharges from the ear result from some inflam­ 
matory procees of the ear produced by scarlet fever, 
sm&ll-pox, diphtheria, measles, cold or other cause, 
and varies in different cases and in the same case at 
different times. Usually it is a thick, puruent, 
greenish-yellow matter, occasionally streaked with 
blocd. At times it is of a vascid and ropy nature, 
and again it may resemble melted cheese in appear­ 
ance and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coats the lining of the 
auditory canal, whilst in others it is so copious as to 
pour from the ear, excoriating tbe surrounding 
tissue, which then presents a raw and inflamed ap­ 
pearance. 


The discharge is always characterized by a fetid 
odor, but in some cq»J8 it is so offensive as to be al­ 
most unbearable. Discharge from the car is dan­ 
gerous both to the hearing and the general system. 
In some cises it ociaaions total deafness, whilst in 
all the hearing suffen to a more or le?8 extent, none 
escaping without socle notable injury to the hear­ 
ing power. Aside film its effects on hearing, the 
disease is apt to givti rise to Neuralgia, Epilepsy, 
St. Vitus Dance, fadjl Paralysis, and other nervous 
disturbances—result»I scarcely to be wondered at 
when we consider tb>i close proximity of the diseased 
aural cavity to the 
xdVc-osuUtr—the brain— 
to which the inflammation or ulceration might he 
communicated with fatal consequences. Aid yet 
gome parsons are content to go through life with 
this filthy, loathsoms and dangerous disease about 
them^ others endeavor to conceal this affection, and 
otbei* again are deterred from taking proper advice 
b^the ridiculous fe ir that the healing of the dis­ 
charge might be injurious to their health, when just 
the contrary is invar ably the case. 


a n e w w o r d s o f a d v ic e . 


Those who vftlaefiieii hearing Bhould seek com 
petant medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 
of a diseased condition of the ear, or the least defect 
in hearing, ¡fo do otherwise is to jeopardize one cf 
the most valuable of our eenses. 


Many persons neglect the diseased state of their 
ears in tl» hope that tho difficulty may get well of 
itself or would be outgrown. No hope has ever 
proved more fallacious. It is the experience of all 
aurists of repute that diseases of the ear are not 
benefited by nature or time, but that, on the con­ 
trary, they oecomc more and more developed 
and confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 
W’e cannot, therefore, too stroDgly condemn the 
practice of those physicians who, through ignorance 
or carelessness, endeavor to inspire confidence in 
the healing process of nature, by advising patients 
to let disease of the ear alone. In our experience 
we have had repeated demonstrations of the fact 
that such advice is nothing short of malpractice, 
and deserving of tho eovereat censure ; for dis­ 
eases of the ear are not only destructive to 
hearing, they also form a center for the develop­ 
ment of a variety of morbid [states of other im­ 
portant organs, more especially the brain and nerv­ 
ous system. A late number of the Philadelphia 
Medical and Surgical Reporter, one of the best 
medical journals of the country, echoes the opinion 
of the best informed aural surgeons of the day by 
stating that “ it is a growingly recognized fact, that 
such serious diseases as pyaemia, abscess in the 
brain, some obscure forms of so-called rheumatic 
fever, and many others—for the most part rapidly 
fatal disorders—derive their starting-point in the 


In their earlier stages, diseases of the car yield 
readily to skillful medical attendance, and even in 
cases of long standing, ai.d where the hearing is 
seriously impaired, an entire cure can often be 
effected by appropriate means. Desirable results, 
however, can only be expected from ths attendance 
of a physician who has made himself familiar with 
the subject by special study, and who has acquired 
sufficient practical experience to gain a mastery over 
aural diseases. Medical science cannot be held re 
sponsible for the frequeut failures or possible injury 
resulting from treatment when administered by in­ 
competent or inexperienced hands. 


In conclusion, let me say that every case of deaf­ 
ness, no matter how unfavorable it may appear, 
should at least he submitted to a thorough exam­ 
ination, and sometimes to treatment for a reason­ 
able length of time before hope is abandoned. 
Many cases in which hearing cannot be fully 
restored, can be materially benefited, and in some 
even the arrest of the ever increasing loss of hearing 
proves an inestimable blessing. No case of deafne?* 
should be abandoned as utterly hopeless unless so 
pronounced by an aurist of acknowledged skill aud 
ability.

D ay and R ight Sessions in Both H ouses — 
W ithdraw al o f A ppointm ents of Regent.** 
—A Kovel Proceeding. 
Both houses of the Legislature held day and night 
sessions yesterday, and transacted a great deal of 
business, much of it of very little importance. 
The Senate met at 1:30 p. m., Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
There being no quorum present, a call of the Sen­ 
ate was ordered. Senator Reynolds was brought in 
and excused. A quorum now being present, further 
proceedings under the call were dispensed with. 
A message was received from the Governor, asking 
leave to withdraw the names of N. Greene Curtis 
and Isaac W. Heilman as Regents of the University, 
those 
gentlemen 
having resigned. 
Leave was 
granted. 
Ryan presented a petition from citizens of Del 
Norte county relative to better defining the bounda­ 
ries of the county. 
Ou motion of Taylor, the special order for 2 p. m. 
—the consideration of the Governor’s message rela­ 
tive to appointments-was postponed until Thurs­ 
day at 2 o clock p. m. 
The following message was then received from the 
Governor: 
To the honorable, the Senate of the State of Cali­ 
fornia—Mr. President: Having been requested to 
withdraw the name of Leland Stanford as Regent 
of the University, 1 beg leave to withdraw' the name 
of the said Leland Stanford from the list now pend­ 
ing for confirmation before your honorable body. 
GEORGE STONEMAN, Governor. 
The Senate granted the leave to withdraw* the 
name. It will be obserred that in the case of 
Messrs. Curtis and Heilman resignations had been 
tendered, but not in the case of Air. Stanford. 
Various bills of minor importance w ere reported 
back from committees. 
Ryan introduced a concurrent resolution provid­ 
ing for the adjournment of the Legislature ou March 
17th. It was laid on the table. 
A. B. 130, to divide the State into Senatorial dis­ 
tricts, w as read a first time. 
Ryan introduced a concurrent resolution propos­ 
ing an amendment to Section 2 of Article IV. of the 
Comtitution, providing that the Legislature shall 
not adjourn until all billa introduced shall have been 
passed upon. Also to amend Section 23 of Article 
IV., providing that the members of the Legislature 
shall receive for their services $1,200 per session and 
mileage to be fixed by law*, not to exceed 10 cants 
per m ile; and for contingent expenses not to ex­ 
ceed $20 for each session. 
It being the list day upon which bills cculd be in­ 
troduced without the consent of two-thirds cf all 
the members, several bills w*ere introduced. 
McCarthy, by request, introduced a bill to amend 
the Act to provide for the formation of corpora­ 
tions for the accumulation and investment of funds 
and savings. 
English introduced a bill granting relief to tax­ 
payers whose lauds have been sold to the State. 
Kelly of Solano introduced a bill amending tho 
Penal Code relative to taking fish from the water* 
of the State. 
He also introduced a bill to confer additional 
powers on the Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of California. 
It provides that any rail­ 
road or other transportation company transacting 
business in the State which may consolidate or com­ 
bine 
with 
any 
other 
rai road 
or 
trans­ 
portation company for the purpose of conveying 
persons or property beyond the boundaries of this 
State, shall be held in all Courts of law and equity 
to be the agent of such associated railroad or other 
transportation companies, and with its principal or 
principals shall be held severally and jointly liable 
for each and every breach of contract entered into 
by such principal or agent within the limits of 
this State. Thai whenever such agent, principal, 
railroad or other transportation company shall, 
within 
the 
limits 
of 
this 
State, transact 
any business, or within this 
State 
contract 
to carry persons or property beyond the limits of 
this State, the issuauce of any ticket, receipt, con­ 
tract or copy thereof, by such principal, a^ent, rail­ 
road or other transportation company, which in any 
manner relates to the charges for transportation of 
such person or property shall, ipso jacto, place 
such associated railroad or other transportation 
companies within the jurisdiction of the Railroad 
Comaiitsioners of this State, who shall have the 
power, and it shall be their duty, to establish rates 
of charges for the transportation of such persons or 
property to the point tf final destination. That for 
the purpose of carrying in*o effect the provisions of 
this Act, and upon application of any person resid­ 
ing or transacting business within this .State, the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall have the 
power, and it shall be their duty, to e§tabli-h rates 
of charges for the transportation of passergers an l 
freight to any point beyond the boundaries uf this 
State, and may enforce their decision in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction in this State. 
Filchei’s Bill, amending the Political Code relat­ 
ing to revenue, and particularly to the assessment 
ot railways by the State Board of Equalization, and 
the cj’lection of State aud county and city and 
county taxes due upon such assessment, and Whit­ 
ney’s bill, to appropriate money for the support of 
ged persons in indigent circumstances, were read a 
first time. 
Johnson’s municipal government bill and Del 
alle’s apportionment bills were passed on the file. 
A messi ge Was received from the Assembly an­ 
nouncing that it had adopted all the 8enate amend­ 
ments to the road law except the one in regard to 
the*placing of gates on public roads in certain cases. 
On motion of Kellogg the Senate receded from 
that amendment by a vote of 22 ayes to 11 noes. 
The bill appropriating $15,COO for the establish­ 
ment of a system of sewerage for the l)caf, Dumb 
and Blind Asylum of this State and the State Uni­ 
versity created considerable discussion. The Com­ 
mittee on Public Buildings had reported adversely 
to the bill, and its second reading was opposed by 
Maddox, Knight, Dougherty aud Cross. 
Knight 
said that the tow n of Berkeley wanted the sewer 
so that they could tap it. Spencer of Napa, Vroo- 
man, Whitney and MeClure urged the passage of 
the bill. 
The bill wcs refused a second Trading fcv a vote of 
10 ayes to 23 noes, aud Vrooman gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider. 
Spencer’s bill amending the law in regard to the 
management of the Napa State Insane Asylum, so 
that idiots shall not be comm tted thereto, came up 
for second reading, ^pd afforded the Lieutenant- 
Governor an opportunity to cast his first vote at 
this session. 
Taylor moved that the bill be laid upon the table, 
and the vote stood 10 ayes to 10 noes. The Presi­ 
dent voted aje, and the bill was killed. Frazer gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider. 
Harrigun’s fish and game bill was ordered en­ 
grossed. 
Caminetti’s A. C. R. 3, relative to the revision of 
tariff laws, was laid on the table, but Perry gave no­ 
tice of a motion to reconsider 
On motion of Murphy, Maddox’s bill fixing juris­ 
diction and providing compensation for Justices of 
the Peace in cities and towns was taken up out of 
order, read a third time and passed. 
On mo'ion of Sullivan, the bill authorizing the 
Regents of the University to reconvey certain prop­ 
erty' to Dr. Cogswell **as taken up out of order and 
read a first time. 
On motion of Reddy, the bill for the relief of 
James S*ultrv was taken up out of order on its pas­ 
sage. 
Filcher, Whitney and Sullivan said they could not 
vole for the bill because they believed it to be un­ 
constitutional. 
Spencer of Stanislaus, Kelly of Solano, Ryan and 
Ready spake in favor of the bill, holding that it was 
constitutional and had been so decided by the Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary. The latter made an earnest 
and eloquent speech. It was no gift, but it was a 
just payment of damages received in the discharge 
of bin duties while in the service of the Stare. He 
had lost both of his arras in the service of the State 
and ought to be paid. 
Maddox did not believe it was right to pay $26,­ 
003, and thought it was setting a bad precedent. 
He kuew* of two other cases in the State where men 
had been in j tired in t> c service cf the State, and 
they had not bsen paid by the State. 
The bill was po¿Scd by 23 ayes to 7 noes—Filcher, 
Lynch, Maddox, Reynolds, Sullivan, Taylor and 
Whitney. 
The bill to pay the claim of Daniel McNeill was 
then taken up out of order, and read and ordered 
engrossed. 
Knight’s bill to provide for the disposal of the 
funds in the building fund of the school districts 
wps read a first time. 
At 5:25 the Senate took a recess until 7:30 r. m. 
The Senate reassembled at 7:30 p. .m , but there 
being only a bare quorum present a call of the Sen­ 
ate was ordered. The Sergeant at-Arms was sent 
cut, and brought in Senators Spencer of Napa, Fos­ 
ter and Dougherty. After bearing their excuses, 
and after various facetious motions, they were ex­ 
cused, ha’f an hour being spent in this way. 
On motion of English, the Senate suspended Its 
rules and took up the oleomargarine bill for a sec­ 
ond reading. 
Vrooman made an eloquent speech 
against the bill, and generally in favor of pioperty 
rights. 
He denounced it as special legislation. He 
said that men come to the Legislature who do not 
know whether gas is made oat of milk or bull but­ 
ter, and attempt to fix the price oí gas. Alen who 
do not know a locomotive engine from a box car, or 
whether a car runs upon the track or the track upon 
the car, come here and attempt to fix rates of fares 
and freights. Men who do not kno# whether a sav­ 
in h bank is a railroad or insurance Company, come 
here and attempt to regulate the business of savings 
banks. 
All sorts of facetious amendments were offered 
and rule*! out of order, 
'lhe session was a mo;t hi­ 
larious one, and tho consideration of the bill lasted 
until 1» :4 i o'clock r. M.f when it was ordered en­ 
grossed, and made the sped i! order for to day at 2 
o’e ock. Tne Senate then adjourned. 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m., Speaker LaRue in 
the chair. 
The concurrent resolu ion relative to the mail ser­ 
vice between the United States and Australia and 
New Zealand was adopted. 
The committee to investigate the transactions cf 
the late Railroad Commissioners made a report, in 
which it is stated that none of said Commissioners 
occupied any great portion of their time in the work 
efífcaid C .minis ion, but instead were engaged in ’.he 
trar.8Rc.ion of their private business. Upon thesub- 
ject of acquisition of property by them during their 
terms on said Board, the committee are of the opin­ 
ion that Governor Stoneman did not make any large 
acquisition of property, but that Commissioners 
Cane and Bccrótecher did make considerable in­ 
crease, which it is thought bv the committee may 
have resulted, at least in part, from favorable fa­ 
cilities for purchasing lan is, etc. The report also 
st tcs that the Board failed to make any considera 
ble reduction in rates as demanded, and permitted 
discriminations to be made between persons and 
places. The committee closed its report by recom­ 
mending that the same Iff printed for information 
of the House, and asking that the committee be 
discharged from further consideration of the sub­ 
ject. 
The special committee appointed to investigate ia 
regard to attaches and employes submitted the re­ 
port in reference to the Engrossing Clerk, which 
w*as printed in this journal yesterday. They also 
reported that the services of various committee 
clerks could be dispensed with. 
Wharton presented the following petition : 
To the Legislature of California : The petition of 
the undersigned citiz :ns of Tule river, Tulare coun­ 
ty, Cal., respectfully represent that we live iu a por­ 
tion of country where there is an insufficient amount 
of rainfall, and that we have to depend on irriga­ 
tion ; also that an injunction has been served on our 
ditch to restrain us frc^n running water therein. 
Therefore we would respectfully petition that a law 
be pc-oed to give us an equal distribution of water 
when there is a sufficient flow of the same. Also, 
that if there is a law pas3cd for irrigation that a 
clause should be inserted setting aside injunctions 
on ditches. Your petitioners have expended twenty 
thousand dollars in constructing their ditch, and are 
restrained from using water when plentiful, and it 
is hoped some relief may be afforded our outraged 
people. 
Stephens introduced the following concurrent res­ 
olution, which was adopted: 
Resolved by the Assembly, That his Excellency 
Governor StOLeman be requested to furnish this 
House with all information iu relation to any action 
that the Ilaiirua commissioners have takeu in car­ 
rying out the promise* made to the people touching 
the reduction of freights and fares. Nothing in this 
resolution is intended to interfere with any unfin­ 
ished business that may bo before the Railroid 
Commissioners; but believing that this Assembly 


feels itself responsible to the people *ar , . , venfC^ 
ment of such laws as shall be just, we nu'ke tne iur- 
ther request of the Governor of California, ^ 
in his judgment any further legislation ia MOaaJ ar> 
to enable the Railroad Commissioners to fully carr> 
out the wishes of the people of the Sute of Califor­ 
nia in the reduction of freights and fares. 
Flynn’s bill dividing the State into Assembly dis­ 
tricts was parsed. 
The Committee on Claims reported back favorably 
a substitute for the bills to pay the Hoagland claim?, 
which provides that the claimants may prove up 
their claims before the State Eoanl of Examiners, 
and authorizes the payment of the amounts found 
to be due. 
The following concurrent resolution was intro­ 
duced by Caminetti: 
Wlibreas, It is becoming a conceded fact that 
countries which were once covered with forests have 
with the loss and removal thereof been subjected to 
climatic changes injurious in effect upon the wel­ 
fare of their inhabitants and the productions of the 
soil ; and, whereas, our foresta in this Stite are be­ 
ing destroyed with such a rapidity as to cause the 
people to have just grounds to fear that the ex­ 
perience of other lands may in time visit its in­ 
jurious influences uj>on us ; and, whereas, judging 
irom the interest takeu in the subject by our State 
Miuerologist, we believe that he is a suitable per­ 
son to submit to the State Legis’ature of California 
at its twenty-sixth session such recommendations 
and draft such laws as the experience of other coun­ 
tries and States have deemed necessary and expedi­ 
ent in the premises; therefore, be it 
Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, 
That he is hereby requested so to do by report to 
the Senate and Assembly on or before the meeting 
of the twenty-sixth session of the Legislature. 
The general appropriation bill was read a third 
time and passed. 
The special committee appointed to investigate 
the charges against Judge Marcus P. Wiggin. pre 
sen ted a voluminous report, recommending his re­ 
moval from office. Three hundred and fifty copies 
of the report were ordered printed. 
Weaver’s bill In regard to the Harbor Commis­ 
sioners was ordered engrossed, by a vote of 43 ayes 
to 20 noes. 
The Hughes bill, legislating out of office the Har­ 
bor Commissioners, came up for passage. On mo­ 
tion of Johnston it w as made a special order for 
Thursday, at 2r. M. 
Coombs gave notice that on to-day ho woulo move 
a reconsideration of the vote. 
The county government bill was then taken up 
and considered during the balance of the session. 
Salaries were fixed as follows: 
Alameda county—Clerk, $13,000; .Sheriff, $15,000; 
Recorder, $10,000; Auditor, $2,000; Treasurer, $*,- 
500; Tax Collector, $8,000; Assessor, $14.000: Dis­

Santa Clara—Clerk, $7,500; 
Sheriff, $9.520; Re­ 
corder, $7,000: Auditor, $650; Treasurer, $4,000; 
Tax Collector, $1,250: Assessor, $6,000; District At 
torney, $3,200; Superintendent of Schools, $1,200. 
Loa Angeles—Clerk, $3,600; Sheriff, $12,500; Re­ 
corder, $9,000; Auditor, $1,300; Treasurer, $1,800; 
Tax Collector, $1,800; Assessor, $9,000; District At­ 
torney. $3.600; Superintendent of Schools, $2,000. 
At 5:20 p. m. the House took a recess to 7:30 p. M. 5 
The Assembly reconvened at 7:30 p. m , and took 
up for consideration the county government bill and 
fixed the salaries of the county officers by classes. 
The delegation from Sacramento could not agree 
upon the salaries, and two amendments were of­ 
fered. Doty proposed to fix the salaries as follows:

Auditor, $1,000; Treasmer, $2,C00 ; Tax Collector, 
$7,500 ; Assessor, $6,000 : District Attorney, $3,600. 
Ryan recommended Clerk, $7,000 ; Sheriff, $9,000 ; 
Recorder, $5,000; Auditor, $1,000; Treasurer, $2,­ 
500; Tax Collector, $1,500; Assessor, $8,000 ; Dis­ 
trict Attorney, $3,600. The Assembly, by a vote of 
33 to 29, fixed the salaries as proposed by Doty. The 
Supervisors of Sicramento county are allowed $600, 
and the Superintendent of Public Instruction $1,800 
per year. All of the county salaries w*ere considered 
except those of Alpine and Trinity, which will be 
acted upon this morning. The bill was ordered en­ 
grossed and to a third reading.
